LONDON, Nov, 24.—The affair in the 
Isle of Man, where five mutinous and 
riotous German prisoners, alien ‘ene- 
mies held by the British ,Government, 
were killed and a -number of others 
wounded,’ has brought sharply .to the 
fore the whole: problem of detaining civ- 
ilians belonging to enemy countries. 

England has approximately 17,000 such 
prisoners, as well as 8,000 captured sol- 
diers and sailors. There have already 
been charges in Germany that the pris- 
oners in England ,have been subjected 


have been found to be without. founda- 
tion by officials of the American Em- 
bassy, two of whom—Chandler Anderson 
and Chandlér Hale—went to Berlin and 
Vienna, respectively, to inform the Ger- 
man and Austrian Government that’ the 
German prisoners were in reality being 
well treated, 

It is now feared that the riot in the 
Isle of Man, with such deplorable re- 
sults, will only confirm the belief ex- 
isting in Germany and Austria that 
prisoners ‘here’ are being subjected to 
bad treatment, and that there may be 
reprisals which will\ cause. suffering 
among the thousands of English civ- 
ilians and soldiers detained in those 
countries. 

With a view to ascertaining the truth 
about the care given Bs alien prisoners 
in this country, THs New YorkK TIMES 
correspondent last week visited . three 
of the concentration points, viewing the 
camps in which were detained 10,800 
German and Austrian: prisoners, nearly

Last week was the beginning of Win- 
ter so far as weather was concerned, 
and the prisoners were cold and shiv- 
ering, but, on the whole, they were 
Sas well offi, but looking forward to 
the time when ‘they would be moved out 
of their tents and into permanent quar-, 
ters of some kind or other. hat 
process is now going on, and in another 
week or ten days no alien prisoners will 
be under canvas. Many are ee to the 
Isle of Man. Some thousands are to be 
ut aboard nine merthant steamers 
the p at different ports. In these ships 

risoners some be comfortable and 
rticularly .w: 

oe is probable that of all the prisoners 
in’ these catnps there is. scarcely, a 
thoroughly contented and happy soul, 
unless he be some destitute vagabon 
who would starve on the streets if he 
were not being cared for.in the, camps. 
Perhaps; too, there are soldiers who 
prefer the camps to the trenches in Bel- 
gium. There is discontent and discom- 
fort, but considering the circumstances 
—the enormity of the problem of sud- 
denly caring for 25,000—th the British 
Government appears eA have done very 
well. The food furnished'is ample and 
clean, and the health of the prisoners 
is excellent. There is no .tru in the 
German charges of forty-six prisoners 
dying from lack» of: attention. There’ 1s 
a constant medical. service, and the sol- 
dier and sailor. prisoners: at -Frimie 
have their own doctors, captured witn 
them in the field. 

The proof of the effort. ‘of the British 
Government to treat the prisoners well 
is the fact that in food and accommoda- 
tion the prisoners recelve as much, and 
in many instances more than the ‘Brit- 
ish soldiers who guard them. Prisoners 
who have money are permitted to puy 
delicacies and any sort of food: they 
want. There is a canteen in each camp; 
where additional supplies may be haa 
at prices fixed by the commandants. 
The profits from the canteen are spent 
on the prisoners themselves, under the 
supervision of the» commandant, who 
consults with a committee. selected by 
the prisoners. Visitors are ‘permitt 
at oe in times in all camps, and they 
ma ng in what they like, except @ 
sonalic drinks and newspapers... 

Olympia, Vast and Gloomy. 

Olympia, vast, and, on a dull after- 
noon, dark and: gloomy, lighted by a 
few arc lamps, is a sort of .clearing 
house for alien enemies.

The prisoners cause little trouble. They 
are permitted “all the liberty possible. 
They do their own work, except those 
who can afford servants. The sanita*y 
arrangements are clean and com ~— 
ath- 
ing, although some of the baths are 
cold rooms. But the prisoners them- 
selves seem to ‘realize that they are in 
prison and must accept discomforts. 

The commandant permits concerts and 
theatricals by the prisoners. He will 
not, however, permit national songs. He 
explained that he had prisoners of dif- 
ferent nationalities and races, and that 
it had been found that the national an- 
thems were likely to excite the prison- 
ers and even to start fights, for the 
lower classes of prisoners seemed to 
enjoy ‘“ booing’’ ‘the national songs of 
others. 

The Frimley Camp. 

The great camp at Frimley, with its 
6,500 prisoners, is entirely different from 
Olympia. It is all in the open, ona 
great plain. 

Three thousand soldiers are there, in 
rows of conical tents, and organized in 
thoroughly military fashion. The uni- 
forms of some are soiled and stained 


from desperate work in the trenches in 
France. Others are convalescent from 
wounds. Still others, who lost their 
clothes in the fighting, are rbed in 
civilian dress, furnished by their cap- 
tors. Here and there &re sailors+men 
@ when. the 

ships went down beneath them. There 
are men from the Guard regiments, 


ussar uniform can be seen once 
in a while. But there are a considerable 
number whose uniforms show no stain 
of the trench. They are men captured 
by - the British Army on -the line of 
march, men who were not na are in 
battle at all.

Then there is Baron Wormb, who oc- 
cupies quarters with Baron von.Horst. 
Wormb's father was German, but his 
mother was Scotch; and he was born in 
Scotiand.

At the outbreak of the war 
the police arrested him on a golf course, 
and for nine weeks he has been a pris- 
oner. These men; and a few others of 
their class, are very comfortably housed. 
They live in the quarters formerly occu- 
pied by jockeys at Newbury.

DANIELS EARNS A WARSHIP. 


Saves Enough on Six New Destroy- 
ers to Bulld a Seventh. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12,—Secretary 
Daniels announced today that he had 
awarded contracts for the six torpedo 
boat destroyers authorized by Congress 
last Summer on: such favorable terms 
that he has been able to save the price of 
one destroyer.

Hungarian’ Night Jams Great 
- Armory ‘and Blockades Sur- 
‘rounding Streets. 


THOUSANDS. FAIL TO GET IN 


‘ 
-Receipts for the Night Put at $20,- 
000 and for the Week-at 
$140,000. 


A crowd. that blocked Thirty-fourth 
Srteet at. Park Avenue for almost a 
block in both directions, and Thirty- 
third Street from Fourth to Lexington 
Avenue, stormed the Seventy-first: Regi- 
ment Armory last night, trying to get 
into the big building ‘where the’ German, 
Austrian, and Hungarian Bazaar for the 
widows and orphans of soldiers of those 
nations is being held. 
~The armory was packed as early as 7 
o’clock, and ten minutes after that time 
the Fire Department took a hand and 
ordered that no more people be permit- 
ted to enter until at least 1,000 of those 
inside the. building. had left it. 

It was Hungarian night at the bazaar, 
and a majority of those who got in, as 
well as the still bigger crowd that failed, 
were subjects or former subjects or dé- 
scendants of subjects of Franz Josef. 
Dr. eodor: Constantin Dumba, the 
Austro-Hungarian Ambassador to. the 
United States, was the guest<of honor, 
and made a speech, but he had to climb 
a fire escape to make it. 

Behind him, over the fire escape, fol- 
lowed the entire staff of the Austro- 
Hungarian Consulate General in New 
York, in addition to several attachés of 
the embassy in Washington. 

In his speech. Dr. Dumba said that 
never in all history were the various 
races living ‘under the flag of the Dual 
Empire so united as they are today in 
the .great war in a the country is 
engaged. He said rts of mutinies 
among the Czech we eo gt Hg pg hen 
were pure inventions an 
soldiers were: loyal to" the last ean g 
the .aged Emperor.. Slavic propaganda 
had utterly failed in its effort to create 
dissensions among any of the peoples of 
the. Austro-Hungarian Empire, the. Am- 
bassador added. 

Whatever differences may. have “ex- 
isted in Austria-Hungary ‘before -the 
war began, he said, had been Fone etton 
in the moment of the: nation’s trial. A 
new Austrian-Hungarian Empire, bigger 
and stronger and more united than ever 
before, Dr. Dumba said, would be one 
outcome of the war. This statement 
was greeted with cheers that lasted sev- 
eral minutes. 

Dr. Alexander von Nuber de Pereked, 
the Austro-Hungarian Consul General 
in. New York, also spoke. 

Tonight will be Austrian, night at the 
bazaar and = another record-breaking 
crowd is expected.

DAYS OF SUNSHINE 
FOR AIKEN GAYETY 


Special to The New York Times. 

AIKEN, 8. -C., Dec. 12.—With the 
coming of Winter, Aiken’s sunny days 
are as luring as of old. Some of the 
regular visitors, called early from the 
frozen North, have already opened 
theif Aiken homes; ‘others will remain 
in the North until after Christmas. 

This. resort is never crowded. One 
of its delights is its freedom of open- 
air breathing space and its unrestrict- 
ed playgrounds. But in the season of 
1914-15 are expected more refugees 
from less temperate climes than in for- 
mer years. Just what effect the re- 
strictions ‘which the foreign war has 
put upon. European travel will have 
upon the Southern resorts—whether

It was here that Octave Thanet in 
1884 laid the closing scenes for her 
charming story of Aiken Winter life, 
“The Bishop’s Vagabond,” in “which 
some intensely human pen pictures 
are drawn. The old hostelry flourished. 
when Aiken first developed from mere- 
ly a quiet, pretty, and sleepy country 
village into one of the country’s Win- 
ter ‘playgrounds. The greunds. tom- 
mand a fine view across the wooded 
valley ‘where the Sand River is hidden’ 
to the pines that darken the hills milés 
beyond: On the one hand: is:the town; 
oh the-other the golf links. Thé wind- 
ing road skirting the-park ‘is dotted 
here and there with pretty bunga- 
lows. 

Golf, polo, cross-country | riding, 
trapshooting, motoring or driving— 
for the motor car has not wholly sup- 
planted the horse here—may be crowd- 
ed into an Aiken day.

BRINGS DRAWBACKS 


Refunds of Duties on Man- © 
aig Enports. 


The neayy. buying -of, siatinn of -all. 
kinds here for the use of belligerent*na- 
tions and neutral-countries has given an 
extraordinary stimulus to the drawback 
businéss of -the Treasury Department. 
The Tariff act of 1913; following preced- 
ing revenue measures of the kind, pro- 
vides that when commodities manufac- 
tured in this country .in» whole or in 
part from imported duty-paid materials 
are exported, the producers of the fin- 
ished articles here may receive back 
the duty paid on the materials going 
into the make-up of the completed 
products. 

Hence it came about that, with the 
exportation abroad of vast quantities of 
American goods as. a direct result of 
the European war, manufacturers and 
exporters rushed to the Custom Houses 
of the country to file their claims for 
repayment of duties on the ingrediénts 


jmaking up the manufactured articles 


exported. At the outbreak of the war, 


the drawback provisions of the new 


tariff had just begun to be given a fair 
trial after several months of controversy 
between the Government and domestic 
manufacturers over the constructions. to 
be placed on Section 0, which differs-in 
some radical respects from the corre- 
sponding provision in the act of 1900. 

A large number of claims fer draw- 
back held_up by the interpretation to 
be put on the law had accumulated 
when the war started. Then, as the 
outward movement gained impetus un- 
der the existing abnormal demand for 
American products, came the flood of 
claims for drawback rebates. .

One of: he nit interesting and im- thet 


portant movements in constructive mer- 
chandising that the wholesale busiriess 
world has yet seen has just been begun 
by Morse & Rogers, wholesale distribu- 
tors of shoes, in -this city. In an en- 
deavor to assist small shoe merchants, 
and incidentally some of the larger 
‘ones, in the ‘right: way of doing busi- 
ness; the firm ‘has instituted a retailers’ 
profit service. This is.in charge of B. 
Jacobson, who. has had a wide experi- 
ence in the retajl shoe business. 

The services of this department, which 
are. very far-reaching, are given at a 
nominal cost to the retailer, the whole- 
sale.firm being content. to reap its ben- 


efits, along with the shoe trade-in gen- 


eral, from the improved condition of the 
retail shoe business that will result. The 
plan embraces the distribution of sev- 
eral’ simple but highly ‘important forms 
to.the firm's customers, the use of which 
is explained in detail by’ Mr. Jacobson, 
who, having drawn them up, is naturally 
qualified to show their workings to 
others.. This does not complete the 
service, however,.>for there are other 
things se gr by Mr. Jacobeon that will 
be out later. 

Yesterday a TiIMmEs ” reporter visited 
Mr. Jacobson ‘in his office in the Morse 
& Rogers Building at Duane and Hud- 
son Streets and during the ‘visit the 
purpose and workings of the service were 
caréfully outlinéd. One of the first things 
brought out’ was that the service was 
designed to put the retailer in a position 
to know t following things daily: 
The exact value of his stock, the num- 
ber: of times it is turned, the amount 
he owes, his actual expense of doing 
business, sales.and purchases, actual net 
rere. reviolus year’s. sales, losses on 
old stock, ‘the real inventory of ,the 
store’s stock, and the actual assets. In 
addition ’to this the retailer, regardless 
4 of the size of his business, is Kept posted 
weekly, by bulletin, on the ay style

facturer’s or jobber’s labels. These 
labels cost only about 40 cents a thou-’ 
sand, and they add greatly to the at- 
tractivenes of the store.’ 

In. addition to teaching the use of the 
forms outlined, Mr. Jacobson takes-up 
with the various retailers he visits the 

need of cleanliness in store. and person. 
And there is more need of this advice, 
he says, ‘than would generally be sup- 
posed. He also takes up with the re- 
tailers the proper way of displaying the 
stock in the store and show windows, 
as well as the arrangement of the store 
fixtures in general, in many cases doing 
manual labor in helping the retailer 
follow out the advice he has been given 
along this line.

Unseasonable Weather ‘Has 
Given Wrong Impression to 
Retailers on Prices. 


The unseasonable’' Fall and Winter 
weather of this and the past few years 
has brought with it-a condition of affairs 
in the clothing industry that may influ- 
ence it greatly in the future. Experi- 
ence during these unusual times has 
given the clothing retailers reason to be- 
lieve that “by delaying their purchases 
they may count on getting cheaper mer- 
chandise. The impréssion seems to have 
been ‘created in the retailer’s mind that 
the wide difference in the prices asked 
by the manufacturer at the start and 
wane of a season, respectively, shows his 
original prices must yield exorbitant prof- 


its. This is not correct, and many of the 
manufacturing cloriiers cannot see how 
they can continue as they. have been 
going and remain in business. The facts 
n the case are that the prices made at 
the beginning of the season show for the 
most part very slight margins, and the 
revisions made later are fréquently be- 
low the cost of production. he situa- 
tion is described this way by a promi- 
nent manufacturer: 

“In these days of keen competition, 1 
clothing manufacturer cannot afford to 
price his merchandise higher than the 
value would warrant. .So,. at the out- 
set, his profits are small and depend in 
great measure, on the volume of produc- 
tion. Taking weather conditions this 

ear as an illustration of what, has 

appened for the two previous Fall sea- 
sons, the clothing -manufacturer has 
booked about the = amount of or- 
ders for heavyweight goods at the out- 
set of the season. The orders are placed, 
during the — Summer for the com- 
ing Fall. With the closing’ of initial 
business the cancellations begin to ma- 
terialize if the weather is not just right. 
This year it was far from right, ana 
consequently cancellations were more 
numerous than ever. Goods in course 
of manufacture were written off the 
books. If the manufacturer tries to 
hold the retailer to the-order, he is told 
that he can ship if he wants to, but he 
will get no money for the merchandise, 
as the retailer has. none to give him. 
Besides, the retailef owes the manu- 
facturer for goods bought during the 
past season, and there is no use forc- 
ing merchandise on a man who cannot 
meet past obligations, let. alone hope to 
pay for the more recent*shipments. If 
the manufacturer cannot sell the gar- 
ments he has made up in anticipation 
of shipment to one retailer he must un- 
load the goods elsewhere. The country 
at the present time is flooded with 
millions of dollars’ worth of clothing 
that was made up on orders afterward 
canceled. It would be interesting to 
find out just how much of this mer- 
chandise was sacrificed below what it 
cost the manufacturers to produce. 

“ Theeresult of these conditions is not 
hard to name. In one city I sell two 
retailers. One age a bill of goods 
from me earl e season. ‘He paid 
the regular prices that yielded me a fair 
profit. The other retailer held off, and 
was able to get a Se iar abet pred 

of merchandise below of 
duction. The first tetatter a tha he 
has not been given a square deal, and 
determines in the future he will not be 
so quick in placing‘ his order, but will 
bide his time until prices are broken by 
over roduction. 

here seem to be only two ways out 
for the manufacturer. He must either 
put such prices on his merchandise in 
the beginning’ of the season that, even 
when sold below cost later on, the gross 
volume of his business will show him a 
profit or he must. keep his original 
prices right through the season 
rat pian Gore ug appear very feasible 
aes rerill be able to undersefl the hizh- 
riced house. On the other hand, there 
to be some small profit in any busi- 
ress or that business cannot be con- 
tinued. Every manufacturer is in the 
same boat, and a concern can’t keep on 
selling below production cost for any 
es th of time without failure. The sec- 
plan, namely, that of fixed prices 
fhroughout the season, could be put into 
successful operation if there was con- 
certed action on the part of the manu- 
facturers. This must be aan? if the sit-

Such: ‘Instruction’ Shou'd Not Be 
Forced’ on Them, Says Journal .of 
American Medicai. Association. 


There has’ been considerable: discussion 
on‘the question of teaching sex hygiene 
in the public schools: The advantage 
of increased knowledge for the children, 
as well as the practieal difficulties. of 
presenting this subject properly, haye 
been commented on fror. different points 
of. view. ‘There has-been little effort, 
however, to secure-an expression of 
opinion from those. vitally interested, 
namely, the parents and: the children 
themselves. For this reason, the report 
of the Bureau: of Research of the Upper 
| Peninsula (Michigan) Educational ,Asso- 
ciation, recently issued, is of interest. 

This bureau was organized to make. a 
direct study of’the schools. of the Upper 
Peninsula-of Michigan, their equipment, 
and their methods and. material -. for 
study. It is at present ,endeavoring’:to 
diseover the points of strength and weak- 
ness of the schools, as judged by -the 
parents and others interested in them. 
The report just issued is divided. into 
four sections—moral education, physical 
education, industrial education, and gen- 
eral. The basis for the report ‘is the 
individual opinions of 317 seg dota knead 
citizens. 


Under ‘the first head; among many 
other subjects discused, the question was 
asked: of parents, *‘ you believe that 
sex hygiene should bé taught in the 
sehools?<’ To this ‘question ninety-two 
replied ‘‘ yes,”’ while 175 op such 
instruction ; ‘six ‘made qualified replies. 
Commenting on these answers, the re- 
port says: that’ the replies indicate that 
patrons of schools. are not ready as yet 
to have sex hygiene taught in. the 
schools. , 

** Doubtless but. few teachers are 
qualified to teach the subject well,”’ says 
the -report, ‘“‘und ‘to teach it "poorly 
bbe oa ane much worse than not to teac 

at 

The bureau’ also. endeavored to gét 
the point of view of the. pupil,” “At 
Houghtcn. two lectures on sex hy 
were. given to boys :and two to 
Some time after the lectures the 
and giris. were ‘segregated and were 
asked: “*‘ Did you learn - anything- -of 
value‘ at the last lecture on sex hy 
giene?’’ Ninety boys. stated that thas 
had learned something of value and 
cight that they had not,’ while fifty- 
four girls regarded the lecture as of 
value and twenty did not. 

When asked, ““Do you favor another 
lecture? ”’ eighty-five boys were in. fa- 
vor of, further instructicn and thirteen 
were opposed to it, ‘while forty-four 
girls w2re in favor and thirty were op- 
posed to the proposition, 

‘“This feport,” says The Journal of 
the American Medical: Association, ‘‘em- 
phisizes the points which have been 
previously brought out. Until we know 
what should be taught pupils at dif- 
ferent. ages, until we have  for- 
hmulated a definite“ graded course of 
instruction, and have: trained teachers 
to -give this-instruction, the proposition 
for. teaching rt hygiene in the public 
‘schools should be een with the 
utmost caution. In no case should an 
7 ort be made-to force such instruction 

the pupils or on the community. 
When. the parents of .scheol children 
are convinced, by a large majority, of 
the. advisability: of - *gueh ‘ffstruetion, it 
should be proyided, Premature efforts 
to ‘place such ‘subjects on the ‘school 
curriculum in advance: of ‘public: opinion

WAR ON RATS ABOARD SHIPS. 





New York Harbor, 


The Public Health Service has start-' 
ed a vigorous campaign in New York 
Harbor to stop the influx of rats which 
carry. germs from all parts of the 
world, notably those of the bubonic 
plague from the East. 

To prevent rats from going ashore 
down the mooring ropes in 5o0 
Brooklyn and at other piers -where the 
Eastern ships land their cargoes, the 
health authorities have insisted that 
each rope be encircléd by a two-foot 
tin disk. In addition to‘this precaution 
each vessel from an inrécted port.in 
any part of the world is fumigated at 
Quarantine by a special staff Leg | 
tothe Public Health Service, who b 
the vessel and close up every aperture 
ag which a rodent can escape from the 

old 

By this. means an average of 1,500 
vessels of all descriptions are funi- 
gated in a year and from. 5 to 300 rats 
are killed on each ship. It is estimated 
that 0,000 rats have been killed by 
fumigation. on. board incoming ships 
each year.

Dr. Blau Asks That Georgia So- 
ciety Members’ Example 
Be Followed. 


SHOULD MAKE DOUBT PLAIN 


yas Criticised| for Following 
Precedent Instead of Common 
Sense of Today. 


Jews and Christians alike were called 
Upon: by the Rey. Dr. Joel Blau in his 
sermon at the -Madison Avenue Syna- 
gogué yesterday to follow the example 
of Georgia Society members by writing 
to. Gov. Slaton of Georgia to ask execu- 
tive clemency for Leo M. Frank, sen- 
téficed to die on Jan. 22°’for the murder 
of Mary Phagan, a factory girl in At- 
lanta. Rabbi Blau praised the action of 
the Géorgiahs of New York, but. con- 
tended that the Frank case was no long- 
er a sectional question. 

‘* Nor is it a race question,’’ he went 
on.- ““* We Jews are not seeking to 
shield 4 criminal. We voice in common 
with all thinking men and women of the 
country a doubt that Leo M. Frank is 
guilty.. A serious doubt has arisen 
throughout the land on ‘that point, and 
not only the Jewish, but every Christian 
pulpit ought to speak out. The sons of 
Georgia in this city have done well in 
taking the first steps to intercedé with 
the Governor. It is your duty and your 
right as American citizens to follow their 
example. 

‘Write to Gov. Slaton not that you 
believe Frank is innocent, but that you 
have a serious doubt as to his guilt. Do 
not be content with that, but plead with 
Jour Gentile friends to write similar let- 
ters. The fate of Frank lies in the 
hands of a man who I am suré will not 
be influenced by mob madness nor by 
technicalities of the law, but who will 
consider the buman side of the case. 
“Above all do not indulge in hysteria 
in discussing this case. Take your cue 
from Frank himself, -who is calm and 

manly in the Rour of death. If we yield 
to hysteria we are no better than the 
mob that clamored for this man’s 
death,” 

Dr. Blau was severe in. his criticism 
of :the courts, and especially of the 
‘Supreme Court of the United States. 
He said it was time to take a humane 


view of the law and not to rely solely 
ey the wisdom and experience of the 
Pp

bad ‘The voice of common sense,” he 
said, “is raised against the wisdom of 
the past, for common ‘sense is the wis- 
dom. of, today. That voice should be 
placed above the decision of the mob 
as well as that of solemn wiseacres.”’ 
Dr. Blau referred to recent criticism 
of court procedure, and asserted that 
the public -was nearing .the breaking 
oint. He predicted the day was com- 
ng when common sense would triumph 

over legal technicalities. 

‘Let. us beware lest that day come 
too suddenly,” he concluded; ‘‘ Let us

Aceording to Maurice Daly, who is 
one of the experienced judges of billiard 
players in the country, the Appleby 
brothers, Francis and Edgar T., grand- 
children of the late Charles E. Appleby, 
ere the most promising young players 
who have ever attracted his attention. 
For the past five years they have Deen 
Tlaying thg billiard game, but it was 
only.a year ago that they came Anto 
prominence when; Francis Appleby 
played in the Cl C tournament. This 
season, it is the other brother, Edgar 
T., who. has occupied the centre of the 
stage, and his play in the third class 
amateur championship has aroused a 
storm of protest because he so far out- 
classes any of the other contestants. 
Maurice Daly, in’ speaking of the 
boys, said that they were fast becoming 
experts in the game, though, of course, 
he did not accord them a first-class 
ranking as yet. The two have made a 
careful study of billiards, thd same as 
one would make,a study of languages, 
and have not come into the knowledge 


,in the manner in which the majority of

Confidence the Chief Asset. of 
the Young Ball Player 
Breaking In. 


By BILLY. EVANS, 
American League Umpire. 

Making his big ‘league début is. just 
about the most exciting moment in the 
career.of every ballplayer. After tne 
player has- made good he thinks nothing 
of taking part in the fray, but every 
star in the two big leagues will tell 
you that he experignced’ many a queer 
thrill in his first big league game. 
Overanxiety because of his great desire 
to deliver, knowledge of “the fact that 
‘the critical eye of thd manager is 
watching every move carefully, and a 
realization that every fan is expecting 
something out of the ordinary, . because 
of the many flattering advance notices 


most even-tempered individual on edge. 

Many managers regard a good gef- 
away. as half the battle in molding a 
successful career for the new recruit. 
A good. beginning often supplies the 
confidence that is usually lacking in the 
youngster, and is 80 very essential. 
Some managers ‘pick the soft spots for 
a new player; so that his chance to get 
a flying start is made much easier. A 
few tnanagers select the toughest spot 
possible, believing it best to try the 
youngster out under adverse conditions. 
They argue that a victory in such a 
‘case usually is the making of the play- 
er, while a defeat does littls or no harm, 
since ‘fans and critics, realizing the 
severe handicap he was working under, 
did not lock for a performance out of 
the ordinary. 

Confidence fs one of the greatest as- 
sets‘in baseball. There are a number of 
players who are stars in the minors, yet 
fall.a trifle: short ‘of big league Cldss 
when tried out. In most cases the’ real 
trouble is not lack’ of ability, :but ‘lack 
of confidence in the ability they possess.

State 
champion, ‘and Fred Martin, winner of 
the last twenty-four-hour race, held at 
Milwaukee... The race will be at‘one 
mile, and’ will be the first title. race to 
be held on a banked track. 

In addition to the sprint races there 
wiJl be.a motor cycle exhibition by Ar- 
thur Chapple at. different - distances. 
Chapple ‘will also pace” Blackburn and 
Cioni in mile trials dgainst time, a spe- 
cial prize to be given to the winner. 

“Dick “RUIpPH” of fié* Boston: Braves 
will start: ‘the  twenty-feur-hour race, 
starting at,J0..P..M. on,Dec. 17, and 
will also act as referee during the run- 
ning of the event: ‘‘ Primes ”’ will be 
offered for sprints during the race, and 
it is expected these will create keen com- 
petition. among the skaters. .

“WHITE HOPES” AT GARDEN. 


Smith and Coffey Will Strive for 
Chance to Meet Willard. 


With the. prospects of .a: matcn with 
Jess Willard at the .Garden the latter 
part of January, Gunboat Smith .and 
Jim Coffey will fight it out for - the 
chance Tuesday night atthe Garden. It 
will be the most important heavyweight 
contest between’ ‘‘ white . hopes” in 
many months, as they are.considered 
the best in their class, with the excep- 
tion of Willard, who is matched to box 
Jack’ Johnson for-the world’s title. 

A year ago Coffey was not looked 
upon as a worthy opponent for Smith, 
who holds decisions over Willard and 
Moran in twenty-round contests. Since 
then Smith has been stopped by Lang- 
ford aftef gaining a twelve-round de- 
cision over the Boston “ tar. baby,” and 
Coffey has been schooled by his man- 
ager, Billy Gibson, until now he’ is cqn-

Ceffey has the. height, strength, and 
hitting power to “carry. him along with 
any of them, but lagks the ring ex- 
perience of Smith. There will be a 
difference of. twenty pounds.when. the 
men meet Tuesday night,. Coffey hav- 
ing the advantage, weighing 201 pounds 
to Smith's 181... That it will be a good 
punching bout there is little question 
and there is more than an even chance 
that the bout will end with a knockout.

Edwin: Raises 
Crashes Into Fence and 
“Spills ‘Rider. 


Just about .as the Horse Show, which 
had been in progress at the Madison 


Square. Garden during the week, was 
nearing its end; people with a fondness 
for the animal discovered that it was 
the best as to class that has been held in 
thé‘city for some years. At least, that 
opinion, expressed by competent judges 
of horseflesh, percolated through the 
town. The best..crowd of the week, on 
Friday, discovered this to be the case, 
and-as a result there was a liberal at- 
tendance at all the sessions yesterday, 
which may result in leaving an excess 
above. expenses for the Red, and White 
Cross..Soecieties, for. whose benefit the 
show, Was held. ‘ BR ge 

When: the championships were being 
decided in the jumping classes yesterday 
afternoon, Edwin Russell, Jr., .owner. of 
the Heartland Farms, at Warrenton, 
Va., had a bad tumble with his mount 
Skylark, resulting in the fracture of his 
collarbone. , It’ was while ‘the heavy- 
weight class’ horses were being put 
through. their paces, and af the last 
jump except one that. had to be taken 
the handsome big. brown gelding missed 
his stride and went crashing into the 
‘brush fence,:the least dangerous and 
difficult. of all the obstacles to be sur- 
mounted. 

The horse crashed through ‘the fence, 
overturned the hurdle, and went down | 
in a heap with the wreckage. Young Mr. 
Russéll was pitched over Skylark’s ent F 
and landed on his shoulder. He. strug- 
gled to. his: feet,:and when Skylark was 
up remounted and rode over the last 
jump, waiting in the ring until the judwes 
had given the. champlonship emblem to 
Nicholas, Skylark* getting the reserve. 


It was noticed that Mr. Russell rode out | 


of the ring .as soon as possible. -When 
he dismounted he was suffering extreme 
pain, and asked that a doctor be called, 
as he had broken his arm. He was’ 
taken to Bellevue Hospital, near by, 
where it was dicovered that he had a 
complicated fracture of the collarbone, 
but had escaped further’ injuries. 

Shortly. after midnight on Friday, in 
the .competition for the high jump, 
when he was trying to beat the world’s 
record at 7 feet 4 inches, Russell and 
Skylark had a couple of bad tumibles 
in which the horse had his shins 
barked, but Mr. Russell escaped with 
only a couple of bad sruises. He was 
so. sore that his friends advised him to 
keep out of the ring yesterday. He waa 
so certain of winning the championship, 
however, that he insisted on riding, and 
so “came the cropper’ that resulted 
in his undoing. 

’The presence of a large party of or- 
phan ehildren from several of the city 
asylums resulted in -the management 
putting on for their entertainment a 
number of special exhibitions of pony 
‘classes.. .This— delighted” the . children 
and ‘entertained: the older attendants, 
particularly ‘when a’ silver cup was pre- 
sented’ to a little mifss on ‘a diminutive 
pony as a special prize in honor of her 
clever horsemanship.

smaller of' the ‘ponies which appeared in 
the harness classes.

BUILDING CODE HEARINGS. 


Ordnance Affecting Frame Houses

A conférence of representatives from 
over Yeblty arid ‘civic associa- 
tions was held Jast week in the rooms | 
of the Real Histate Board to discuss 
@ plan for consolidating the various 
Gepartments having jurisdiction over 
city buildings. ~ 

At the preceding meeting, on Nov: 
19,. about twenty organizations were 
represented. In the interval the spe- 
cial corrimittee of which Louis Schrag 
igs Chairman has enrolled several new 
agsociations.. Robert FE. Simon is 
Chairman of the conference; Richard 
QO; Chittick. Secretary. and George Ww, 
Olvany counsel. 

Various phases of the subject of 
how best to combine the inspection 
fufictions of the State and city depart- 
ments were discussed. The discussion 
turned on the State Factory Investi- 
gating Commiission’s tentative plan, 
which provides chiefly for a central 
building department. under the juris- 
diction .of the Mayor. ie 

The sense of the meeting was ex- 
pressed. in two resolutions, as follows: 

First—That the conference favors 
the consolidation within each borough 
of all departments and bureaus now 
having jurisdiction over the construc- 
tion, alteration, structural changes in, 
maintenance of, and occupancy of 
buildings in New York City. 

Second—That the Chairman appoint. 
@ committee of at least ten to confer 
with the Borough Presidents, the State 
Factory Investigating Commission, 
and the various real estate interests 
to get suggestions from thém looking 
te the consolidation of the various de- 
partments and report their findings 
at the next meeting of the Conference 
Committee, this, if found. desirable, 
to be in the form of a tentative bill. 

The ¢ommittee representing the Ad- 
yisory Council statés that there are 
tiany practical arguments in behalf 
of unified borough building inspection 
departménts in contradistinction to 
one ceritral department. For example, 
it is said, property owners, architects, 
builders, and engineers in the several 
boroughs sheuld not be required to 
journéy into Manhattan continually to 
obtain an opinion and decision from 
the central Commissioner of Buildings, 
as they were obliged to do under the 
eentral Building Department of 1898. 

Ih every borough the best class of 
men should be chosen for Building 
Superintendents—a thing hardly pos- 
sible when thé borough representative 
of the department is only a Deputy, 
as proposed in the plan for one central 
department. Such Deputies do not 
have the authority to grant modifica- 
tions or make unusual rulings, so that 
the builders and others requiring such 
action must go to the Commissioner, 
as previously stated. These examples 
ate but a few of the instances that 
can -be cited as facts favorable to the 
installation of building inspection de- 
partments in ¢ach borough, and which 
commend this principle of consolida- 
tion in the several boroughs to the 
members of the Advisory Council.

He has all the worst foibles of the 
self-made man. He isa gold mine for 
humorists. And yet he has the shining 
virtue which -Price Collier imputes to 
him.

It is 
interesting that in this second decade of 
the twentieth century there is’ still a 
man who is heartily proud to be a he- 
reditary monarch. 

Being in love with his job, he has a 
rare zest in its performance.- We are 
told that he is frequently out. of bed 
by 5 o’clock in the morning, and has 
put considerable work behind him by 
his 6:30 breakfast. He once remarked: 
“We Hohensellerns know nothing about 
dressing gowns.” 

There is no doubt, of course, that the 
is his favorite relaxation, and 


Sundays aboard the Hohenzollern, when 
he can preach the grandiloquent ser- 
mons in» which he takes such whole- 
hearted delight. 

His statesmen find him a hard man 
to manage, because. so often when he 
differs from them he is right. But his 
limitations are obvious. He constantly 
“talks down’ to his people—is for- 
ever instructing them in the rudiments 
of German citizenship and ‘history—and 
is prone to think that an aspect of po- 
litical science which is new to him is 
new to every one else. 

The usual cant of journalists ascribes 
to the Kaiser a.‘‘ very complex” char- 
acter. As a matter of fact, he is simple 
enough. The Kaiser is only an excellent 
businéss man out of place. A sover- 
eign by Divine’ right is now. 300 years 
too late. 

It needs to be insisted that the Kai- 
ser as a human being is not a bad 
low. Something of the lovableness of 
“ unser’ Fritz,’ his gentle father, and 
something of the cold-water virtues of 
his English mother, wrestles for utter- 
ance in the Prussian bureaucrat. His 
chivalrous disposition, his indomitable 
energy, his wholesome delight in living, 
his perpetual interest in new discover- 
ies, and his admirable illusions as to 
his own artistic appreciation—all these 
are endearing human qualities... A life 
so brisk and Spartan as his Mas left 
no room for scandal. He neither over- 
eats nor overdrinks; his virtues are 
military. -

The 
writer of “ William the Vain, Versa- 
tile, and Indiscreet,” while calling at» 
tention to the Kaiser’s insistence on 
the Spartan virtues, points out, in 
none too friendly fashion, the contra- 
diction of the man’s love of display. 
According to this author, the Kaiser 
has no petty vanity whatever. It is 
colossal, instead. It 1s a part of his 
religion. He loves nothing more than 
being photographed—and almost all 
his pictiires are in uniform. He adores 
a brilliant and ostentatious “ show.” 
Sometimes in the course of a royal 
levée he will change his uniform five 
or six times.

trappings of royalty—that is a convic- 
tion. But it is an expression of per- 
sonal! taste.as well. The author quotes 
the order, issued soon after William's 
accession, regarding dress at Court: 


It is my desire that during my life- 
time at my. Court,/in all matters of 
dress, the fine old manners and customs 
of ancient times shall be revived. To 
this end I ordain as follows, first, for 
civil Aunctionaries : 

* All classes of civil functionaries are 
authorized to wear an embroidered uni- 
form. At the great State entertainment 
given at the Royal Palace in Berlin, or 
in the royal residences, at the castle in 
the town of Potsdam, at the New Pal- 
ace, they must from this time forward 
wear knee breeches of white silk, white 
silk stockings, shoes with white buckles, 
and swords. In other places than these 
palaces, in other castles or out of, doors, 
unless otherwise ordered on some spe- 
cial occasion, they will wear trousers to 
match their uniform, with gold and 
silver stripes. 

‘Those civil functionaries who have 


the right to the blue coat are authorized - 


to wear, in undress, at those fétes which 
take place in the royal residences and 
castles, knee breeches, black silk stock- 
ings, shoes with black buckles, or else 
tight trousers.”* 
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That William II. has done more for 
the army and navy of Germany than 
any of the sovereigns who preceded 
him is an axiom of universal knowl- 
edge now. Yet the details of his ‘at- 
tention have been such as to escape. 
the notice of the world at large, while 
endearing him to the commonest 
soldier of the ranks. ‘To the Kaiser 
the soldiers owe their waterproof, fire- 
proof field tent, their simplified uni- 
form and field kit. He it was who first 
adopted smokeless powder, who intro- 
duced turrets on wheels to serve as 
movable field redoubts, who suggested 
wire fence to impede the enemy’s 
charge, who-promoted the use of: war 
dogs. It is to William’s final consent, 
too, that the soldiers owe the | in- 
fantry’s reduction of obligatory ‘mili- 
tary service from three to two years. 
His care for the army never ceases, 
never halts at detail. The General 
Staff is his personal creation, responsi- 
ble to him; the most insignificant 


plans of the army’s life bear the im- 


press. of his personality. 

Yet until the outbreak of the present 
war the German Army system was the 
cheapest in Europe. The cost of main- 
taining the entire land force, prior to 
August, 1914, was less than the United 
States pays in pensions. Only a rich 
man can afford to be an officer. <A 
Second Lieutenant is paid $20 a:month 
—equal to thé pay. of a ‘Sergeant in 
our army. Thé entire cost of a Geér- 
man soldier to his country—wages, 
clothing, equipment—is $17.30 a 
month. .A private is paid 9 cents a 
day, and of this he must pay 2% -cénts 
for dinner; if he appears to be spend- 
ing the remainder too freely the in- 
spector, who has a right to make ex- 
amiriations, may not only reprimand 
but punish hin. 

All this is the Kaiser’s doctrine, 
which he never falls to make plain. 
It is literally true, as he told some of 











his soldiers at a recent review, that 
“there is no law but my law, no will 
but my will.” But, for ajl the ma- 


chine-like organization that seems so - 


tyrannical a thing to us, it must be 
remarked that William has brought 
about not more but less {ll treatment 
of the German soldier by his officers, 
that he has accomplished many mili- 
tary reforms, that he has loved his 
army in ‘gll honest, human literal- 
hess, and that his army has not ceased 
to love him. 

The German Navy, of course, has 
been the Kaiser’s personal dream for 
much more than a quarter century. 
All the world knows his famous utter- 
ances concerning the navy’s needs. 
But not every one realizes that the ex- 
pansion of the navy has been forced 
by the Kaiser in the face of stubborn 
opposition. The buflding up of the 
present navy is the work of his own 
brain, the training of officers and men 
@ personal matter with him. Even 
more than the army, the navy is his—

ly the navy that has brought a united 
Germany to face the war; all con-

Really ‘Rules Germany. 


To understand the personal influence 
of the German Emperor, and the pos- 
sibility of complete identification of 
Kaiser and nation, it is necessary to 


‘remember always that the Emperor's 


governing power is very nearly abso- 
lute. William IT. has: stood for feud- 
alism in Germany, the autocracy of 
a old system; he has been opposed 

y social democracy, radicalism, pro- 
gressivism, fighting in the Reichstag. 
Yet the Reichstag’ has little actual 
power, save in vetoing supplies. The 
Bundesrat, .the chamber of the 
Princes, is thé most powerful upper 
chamber in the world. As King of 
Prussia, the Emperor controls the 
seventeen ‘Prussian votes in ‘the 
Bundesrat. And in case of a tie the 
Prussian vote is decisive if in favor 
‘of conservatism. Furthermore, the 
Chancellor of the empire is the 
Kaiser’s personal representative, Pres- 
ident of the Federal Countll, yet ap- 
pointed by the Kaiser and Tesponsible 
to him alond:. Under Bismarck the

The = 
repeal was a good piece of. policy, of 
course; during the years that the law 
“ prohibiting ” Social. Democracy had 
been in force the party of revolution 
had made:imntense gains.; And there 
Was never any truce. in the Kaiser's 
war against that party. On one oc- 
casion, addressing young recruits, he 
said:

“*Lese Majeste”’ Rampant. 


“For you there is only one foe, and 
that is my foe. In view of our pres- 
ent Socialist troubles it may come to 
this, that I command. you to shoot 
down your own relatives—brothers 
and even parents—in the streets— 
which God forbid; but then you: must 
obey my orders without a murmur.” 

The Social Democratic Party of Ger- 
many is probably the most wonderful 
political machine in the world—a per- 
fected organization. The Emperor 
called them “traitors,” “enemies to 
the State and to religion,” “ unworthy 
to bear the name of Germans”; but 
in 1912 they polled 4,250,000 votes. It 
is interesting to note that many per- 
sons have voted with the party not 
because they are Socialists—many of 
these voters are not—but because they 
believe this the most effective way tu 
voice their protest against the Kal- 
ser’s personal rule. 

To keep the tongues of the radicals 
quiet the Kaiser has enforced the law 
of lése majesté “ with a rigor that has 
characterized few-laws of ‘any land.” 
The author continues: 

Imprisonment for not less than two 


months or more than five years ts the 


penalty meted out to’ German subjects 
who insult the Emperor or any of the sov- 
ereigns of the empire. According to the 
latitude’ allowed the courts in: defining 

n “insult,” this may include d4nything 
said or done, either in public or in 
private, with or without intention to 
offend, which. may be deemed irreverent 
to the Princes mentioned. 

Statistics collected in 1898, at the end 
of the first decade of the present Dm- 
peror’s reign, showed that since his 
accession to the throne much more than 
one thousand years of imprisonment had 
been inflicted upon offenders under Sec- 
tion 95 of the code. Convictions have 
been notoriously more numerous than 
before. Scarcely a week elapses without 
the’ notice In the general press of three 
or four trials of this character. To the 
German it is not a laughing matter. 
Nevertheless it remains true that no seo- 
tion in the whole criminal code isiso fre- 
quently broken. 

One of the effects of the Emperor's 
strong personality has been to widen 
the scope of the law against {nsuit, 
owing to the much larger number of

The Kaiser, the merest amateur in 
matters of music, tries to run the opera 
in Berlin. He creates that abominable 
avenue of poor statuary, the Sicgesalee.

All these reasons make it readily un- 
derstandable that.among people of lib-— 
eral culture William II.’s reign has been 
a period of dissatisfaction, even though 
it has been a time of great commercial 
an@ industrial expansion for Germany. 

To-that industrial expansion and - 
the part William II. has taken-in it, — 
the authors of “The Kaiser” do full 
justice.

The Curse of Fyvie Castle. 


Im turn President of the Joliet and 
Qiiridis Steel Companies and ~ later

He 
handed him a second-stone, which no 
matter how dry the receptacle’ in 
which it is hermetically sealed, in- 
variably exudes moisture in a similar 
fashion, when the weather fs incle- 
ment.

The third. of 
these weeping stones was declared by 
Thomas the Rhymer to be concealed 
somewhere in the bed of the Ythan 
River, famous for its pearls, one of 
them, known as the ¥Ythan*pearl, fig- 
uring in the crown of tland, and 
laying his curse upon the castle he 
proclaimed that until the third weep- 
ing stone was recovered and © built 
into “the castle walls Fyvie should 
never pass from father to son, and 
that the direct héir should always 
predecease its owner. 

No matter how much level-headed 
people may be disposed to ridicule the 
potency of this spell of Thomas the 
Rhymer, the fact remains that Fyvie 
since thén has changed hands many; 
many times, ‘and Has tever passed 
from father to son. Whatever doubts 
may have existed in the minds of 
Lora and Lady Leith of Fyvie, as to 
the value of this superstition—Forbes- 
Leith had been raised to the peerage 
shortly after his return to England— 
were set at rest by the death of their 
only son, Percy, Captain of the Royal 
Dragoons in South Africa during the 
Boer war. 

‘Not but what his parents were pre- 
pared for their bereavement. For 
fully twenty-four hours. before their 
receipt of the dispatches containing 
the news that the young officer, born 
in America, had:fallen in battle in the 
Transvaal, the occupants of the castle 
had been troubled by the appearance 
ef the spectre of the Trumpeter of 
Fyvie, known throughout the entire 
countryside as “the Green Laddle,”’ 
and who for hundreds of years has in- 
variably shown himself whenever any 
calamity is about te overtake the 
owners or occupants of Fyvie Castle, 

Legs than a month ago, the Trump- 
eter of Fyvie again made his appear- 
ance, and forty-eight hours later there 
came telegrams announcing to Lord 
and Lady Leith of Fyvie the news 
that their favorite grandson, young 
Arthur Burn, the,eldest son. of Mrs. 
Rosdew Burn, only daughter of Lord 
and Lady Leith, and the acknow- ‘ 
ledged heir to the castle and the prop- 
erty, had been killed by, a German 
bullet. 

The Curse of Gowdray is just as 
familiar to every man, woman and 


child in the South of England as the ° 


Curse of Fyvie is throughout the 
length and breadth of Scotland. Just 
in the samé way as Lord’and Lady 
Leith were disposed to disregard the 
warnings of the superstitious when 
they set to work to purchase Fyvie 
Castle, about a quarter of @ century 
ago, so did Sir Weetman Pearson, the 
multi-millionaire English contractor 
and Mexican’‘oil: king, and Lady Pear- 
son treat with contempt the fears ex- 
pressed for them when they pur- 
chased for the sum of $1,250,000 the 
estate and half-ruined castle of Cow- 
dyay, in Sussex. “& 


Two Sons Strack Down. 


So disdainful, indeed, was Sir Weet- 
man Pearsoh of the Curse of Cow- 
dray, that when shortly afterward he 
was raised to the peerage, he selected: 


_ as his title that of Lord Cowdray.: It. 


was felt by the people’of the Southern 
Counties, . especially - by- the» Sussex 
peasantry, that he was not only 
tempting but even defying and chal- 
lenging Fate, in thus 'purchasing-Cow- 
Gray, and in assuming the oe 


~ name for his title. 


Fate, indeed, seems at length ‘to 
have overtaken him. For, agcording 


_ topfficial dispatches from the seat of 


war.in France, both his. eldest ‘son, 


“Harold, and his youngest sen, Geof- 


frey, each of them married and fa- 
‘miliar figures in. New York society, 
are among. the killed. Harold lost his . 
life. while menagerie %, escape ‘from. 
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patches at the front. Harold leaves a 
little boy.of.four, and, failing him, the 
peerage and estates will go on Lord 
Cowdray’s ‘death to :his only: remain- 
ing son, the Hon. Bernard Pearson, 
who is likewise with the British army 
now operating. against the Germans in 
France as an officer of cavairy: 

The Curse of Cowdray is said to 
have originated’ in the expulsion of 
the Nutis of Dastbourne, a convent on 
the Cowdray estate, under cfroum- 
stances ‘of particular cruelty, by Sir 
Anthony Browne of Cowdray Castle 
in the reign. of Henry VIII. The 
curse placed by the last Abbess of 
Eastbourne upon the owriers of Cow- 
dray was a particularly sevére one, 
having been intensified by the resent- 
ment excited among the religious or- 
ders by the manner in which Str An- 
thony drove out the monks from Bat- 
fle Abbey, which was also presented 
to him by the Bluebeard monarch as 
part and parcel of the confiscated 
property of the Church. The Curse, 
added to by the last Abbot of Battle 
Abbey, was to the effect that the 
lords and owners of Cowdray should 
nevér piss their ill-gotten property 
from fathér to son and that they 
should be blighted throughout théir 


days and. for all time by fire and 
water. 


Sir Anthony Browne was raised to 
the peerage as Viscount Montague, 
and although Cowdray was visited in 
turn by Bdward VI. and by Queen 


Elizabeth,, who is on record as hav- ° 


ing shot four deer in the park with a 
cress-bow, yet the ‘history of the 
Lords of Montague was one long suc- 
cession of tragedies. One. of the most 
terrible was the niurder by the fifth 
Lord Montague of his chaplain, whom

A Tragic History. 

Cowdray Castle, one of the grand- 
est places in Southern England, was 
to a great extent destroyed in 1795 by 
a fire, in which were lost, among 
other treasures and relics, the coro- 
nation mantle of William the Con- 
queror and the sword which he used 
at the battle of Hastings in 1066. 
They were originally kept at Battle 
Abbey, Hastings, But when the third 
Lord Méntague, on the occasion of 2 
crisis in the fortunes of his family, 
was compelled to choose between Bat- 
tle Abbey, (now the home of Michael 
Grace of New York,) and Cowdray 
Castie he chose the latter, disposed of 
the former to the Webster family, 
and carried off the battle sword and 
coronation mantle of William the 
Conqueror to Cowdray. - 

On the very day that Cowdray 
Castle was destroyed by fire, the last 
of the Viscounts Montague of the 
house of Browne was drowned in ‘a 
cross the 
Rhine tmmediatety above the falls of 
Schaffhausen. He perished, therefore, 
on .the Continent, without knowing of 
the loss of his ancestral home, of 
which he did not learn until his ar- 
rival in the other world, where he 
may have had occasion to reflect upon 
the strange fulfillment of the fire- 


and-water curse laid in the reign of 
Henry VIII. upon the owners.of Cow- 
dray. 

The letter passed after his death to 
his only sister, the’ Hon. Mrs. Stephen 
Poyntz.

Elizabeth had spent an entire after-* 


noon fn angling—and had recourse to 
the most extraordinary precautions to 
preserve her two little. boys from 
peril, by either water or fire, yet one 
day while playing on the beach at 
Bognor they escaped, in a spirit of 
mischief, from their attendants, ran 
down to the water’s edge, were carried 
off by a sudden wave, and drowned 
under the very eyes of their mother, 
who succumbed a few months after- 
ward to fatal injuries received 
thfough the upsetting of a lighted oil 
lamp on her dress. 

Then Cowdray came through pur- 
chase into the possession of the Earls 
of Egmont. ‘But not in a single in- 
stance did it descend, while in their 
ownership, from father to son, and 
they were overtaken by all sorts of 
misfortunes, both the seventh and 
eighth BHarls of Hgmont being to a 
great extent ostracized by society, 
while the present Lord Egmont, for- 
merly a policeman in. Natal, in. the 
hope of escaping the curse of Cow- 
dray, sold the property to Sir Weet- 
man Pearson, now Lord Cowdray. 

Among the tragedies which befell 
the house of Perceval, while Cowdray 
was owrled by the Earls of Egmont, 
who afe the heads of the Perceval 
clan, were the murder of several of 
the members of their family in the 
United States and the assassination 
of the Right Hon. Spencer Perceval 
in the lobby of the House of Com- 
mons while Prime Minister. The 
present Lord Egmont has no son, and

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mont, as well as the Viscounty of 
Perceval, and the Baronies ‘of Lovell, 


him since he identified himself with 
the curse of Cowdray through the 
purchase of the Cowdray estate and 
the adoption of its name for his title. 
As every one is aware, he has virtual- 
ly logt all the millions of pounds ster- 
ling which he had invested in oil, 
railroads, -&¢.; in. .Mexico.. Failure, 
tod, has attended most of ‘his other 
undertakings in Central’ and South 
America, while associatioh with his 
affairs has . proved so unfortunate 
to several members of the present 
Government, in the eyes of the public, 
that although no reflection is intend- 
ed on his personal character, yet 
many are inclined now to fight shy of 
him as unlucky. The hope may be 
expressed here that his remaining 
son, Bernard Pearson, be spared and 
return home from the present war 
unharmed. 

It was with the object of averting 
the curse resting upon Newstead 
Abbey, the famous home of the poet 
Lord Byron, that its late’ owner, Col. 
F. W. Webb, on dying, bequeathed it 


to his youngest daughter, married to . 


Gen. Sir Herbert Chermside, instead 
of to his only son Roderick, or even 
to his eldest girl. The bequest did 
not prove of advantage to Lady 
Chermside. For after spending the 


last few years of her life abroad as an - 


invalid, her distinguished husband be- 
ing compelled to sacrifice his Aus- 
tralian Governorship, and his career 
in the army, on account of her health, 
she died in 1910 in Switzerland, with- 
out leaving any children, the abbey, 
whieh she had scarcely visited subse- 


quent to her marriage, passing ac- ° 


cording to her father’s will, to her 
elder sister, the present owner. 


“Wicked” Lord Byron. 


Newstead was formerly an abbey, 
“ dedicated to the glory of God and 
the Virgin Mary,” and came into the 
Byron family in the teign of Henry 
VIIL, when it was confiscated from 
the Church, and bestowed upon “ little 
Sir John Byron of the Great Beard.” 
It was built as a monastery by 
Henry I1., in expiation of his instiga- 
tion of the murder of Saint Thomas 
& Becket. According to local tradi- 
tion it is doubly burdened with a 
curse. For not only has it shared the 
blight that seems to have rested upon 
all the property of the Church that 
was confiscated by Henry VIII., but 
additional misfortune was brought 
upon it by an act of desecration per- 
petrated by the fifth and “ wicked” 
Lord Byron. 


This peer happened in the courst 


of some building operations to come 


'-upon the remains of: one of the old- 


time abbots of Newstead. He per- 
mitted the bones to be reinterred, ex- 
cepting the skull, which he had 
mounted in silver and converted into 
a drinking cup and used. for carous- 
ing. ‘Indeed, it was the principal 
feature of, the meetings of the Order 
of .the Skull, which he organized, 
composed of men of the same evil 
character as himself, 

It was during one of these orgies 
that this “wicked” Lord Byron 
killed his neighbor, Squire Chaworth 
of Annesley Hall, a wrong for which 
he was tried by the House of Lords, 
escaping with a fine. His two sons 
and his grandson ‘all’ predeceased 
him, ¢ach meeting with a violdnt 
death, and he was succeeded by his 
grandnephew, the poet Byron, who 
endeavored to repair the wrong dohe

used the abbot’s skull as a drinking 
cup, and on the silver mount Me 
acribed a poem of six verses, begin- 
ning: 
Start not, nor deem my spirit fled, 
In me behold the only skull 
From which, unlike a living head, 
Whatever flows is never dull. 
During the unhappy life of the 
poet this drinking cup disappeared, 
and after many years was found by 
the late Col. William Frederick Webb 
of the Seventeenth Lancers, the then © 
owner of Newstead Abbey, in a brio+ 
&-brac shop in Bedford Street, Cov- 
ent Garden. He at once bought it 
and caused it to be reverently rein~ 
terred within the abbey precincts. 


Fate of the Kerrs. 


Lord Byron, the poet, was forced 
by financial reverses to sell Newstead 
Abbey, which is the object of so many 
affectionate references in his poems, 
to a Col. Wildman, an old school 
friend of Harrow days. Wildman 
spent a very large sum of money on” 
the place, but was eventually over- 
taken by pecuniary and other mis- 
fortunes which obliged him to dis- 
pose of the abbey to the late Cot. 
Webb. 

It would appear that not even the 
Pope has it in his: power to remove 
the curses resting upon church prop- 
erty confiscated at the time of the: 
Reformation. The fact that several 
members of the great Scotch house 
of Kerr, in the fine of immediate suc- 
cession to the Marquisate of Lothian 
and to. the New Battle Abbey prop- 
erty, have fallen in the present war, 
seem to indicate this. 

The Lords of Lothian are descended 
in a direct line from the last abbot 
of New Battle Abbey, a prelate who 
forsook the Church of Rome at thé 
time of the Reformation and became 
a Protestant. Wedding Lady Helen 
Leslie, he managed to retain posses- 
sion both of the abbey andt of oie 
lands of the monastic order of w 
he had been the head and which had 
been gifted by King David I. of Scot- 
land to the Cistercians. Not content 
with absolving himself from his vows 
of celibacy, the ex-abbot coolly pulled 
down the stately abbey See 
tery and made use of 
to build himself a great country seat 
on the foundations thereof. About 
fifty years ago acme Lothian, wife 
of the seventh Marquis, after her con- 
version to Roman Catholicism, 
so uneasy at-living in a mansion. b 
in so impious a manner that she 
ceeded to the Eternal City and lat 
her scruples and her fears before Pitis 
IX. ‘“ Remain quietly where you 
without worrying yourself, my 
ter,” was the kindly response of the 
venérable Pontiff. ‘ihy 

But Lady Lothian would not 
comforted until she had obtain 
from his Holiness a paper 
his sign manual authorizing he! 
and her children to occupy their Saot« 
tish home in peace. This Papal doat- 
ment is now preserved among the 
family archives of the Lords of Le- 
thian in the very same box w 
contains the gr charter si 
by King David I. and granting New . 
Battle Abbey to the Cistercian 
monks. But in spite of Pius IX,’s 
permit, fate seems to pursue the. 
house of Kerr to such an extent that 
none of its members like to live at 
New Battle Abbey, and the present 
Marquis owes his succession to the | 
place to one of the many tragedies 
that figure in the annals of his house, 
his elder brother having had his 
brains, blown out accidentally while 
out shooting in Australia. 

Many other houses in England, in 
Scotiand and in Ireland, as well as on 
the Continent of Burope, are thus 
burdened with old maledictions dat- 
ing from the Middle Ages, and espe~’ 
cially from the Reformation. Indeéd, 
Cecil Rhodes is regarded by many as 
having been a’ victim of the oR 
which rests upon Dalham Hall, 
Suffolk County.

First a word about the burning and 


s pillaging: 


At Senlis, for example, no testimony 
fg mecessary'in order to comprehend 
how the city has been burned and 
pillaged, housé by house and by of+ 
ficial order. 

In the broad Rue de la Republique, 


‘which is two kilometers (about one 


and a quarter miles) long, only two 
houses are still standing; one because 
dt served as headquartcrs for the Ger- 
man staff; the other, Hotel du Grandad 
Cerf, where the officers took their 
meals. All the others were pillaged 
and burned. They were jpillaged in 
the same manner as was the chateau 
of Gaston: Menier at Villiers-Cotteret. 
He describes it to me as follows: 


Systematic Destruction. 
“The German army of invasion is ac- 


ei companied by wagons into which the

German officers pack all which ap-

‘corps are provided with special ma- 


terials for destruction, as your fire 
companies have their apparatus for 
salvage; they have busied themsélves 
everywhere on thé march with the 
most varied methods of procedure and 
means of action; they do not limit 
their activities to conflagrations, but 
theip greater and still more infernal 
task is to accomplish ‘the destruction 
of everything. Thus it is that in the 
north they nave 
mines, destroyed the elevators, the 
yentilators, and all the machinery for 
work and for life saving, rendéring 
them unusable for months and more. 
In the same way they have déstroyed 
the mills for carding, weaving, and 
dyeing, the refineries, the forges, and 
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all which is the support of the coun- 
try. 

But, to confine myself simply to 
the burning of one. village, and of 
Senlis in particular, the systematic 
method of devastation has truly stag- 
gered me; it is not barbarism, it is 


‘ modern progress put to the servfce of 


barbarism, 

The greater part of the housés were 
surrounded by gardens and.thus were 
protected against a general confla- 
gration. At Senlis the German Army 
did not have the special fire bombs 
which it used with such success else- 
where, at Rheims, for example, in 
order to set fire to the buildings and 


evén to reduce the stones to powder. 
Without doubt it had only a relatively 
inferior material of combustion. The 
natives told me this, and showed me 
the bombs, which they had collected 
by hundreds, and which by compari- 
son were quite inferior; that explains 
why thé church, a jewel of Gothic and 
Renaissance architecture, which had 
been the target of the German arttfl- 
lery, was fortunately only dam- 
aged. * * * 

Everywhere the procedure was the 
samé: before each house companies of 
soldiers stopped; they broke in the 
doors with axes, entered or made

searched, selected, took what they 
liked, and destroyed the rust. When 
the visit was ended, the booty taken 
and the house defiled, they saturated 
the walls and the stairways with 
chemicals unknown to me, threw

Other companies came afterward, 
watching and stimulating the fire. 
They poured petroleum on it. And 
thus it was from one end of the street 
to the other, from the hospital to the

nailway station. One might believe 

that at the manoeuvres in time of 

peace the German Army practiced de- 

it ie by fire, it appeared to be 
out with such system. 

For\ one reason or another some 
houses in this sad street were re- 
spected . with as great discipline as 
the others were .burned. To avoid 
mistakes, sentries were posted at 
these houses, or .evéen there was 
written ‘in German on the doors 
these words, the photograph of which 
you. have:.seen, “Good people—to be 
spared.” 

I fear that this means in good 
French “Collaborators of the German 
Army.” * * * 

Some very devoted correspondents 
ask me to be tactful toward the sus- 
ceptiblities of the German intellectuals 
of: whom we will have need at the 
proper time in order to establish a 
durable peace! 

It is true that the officlous German 
press has not failed to falsify the text 
f my protest, {the one which I ad- 
dressed to THE New Youu Timzs.) T 
had. been careful, as I always am, and 
noy more then ever, not to confound 
the cause of the German people and 
the crime of German militarism. The 
German press, it appears, makes me 
say quite the contrary and attributes 
to me this monstrosity: “ One can no 
In its 
rage to aggravate and to perpetuate 
the war by separating forever not two 
passing régimes, but two peoples, it 
represents me as the adversary not of 
the Government but of the people! 

It is, for the rest, the classic system 
of our @dversaries. In my struggles 
with regard to internal policy, have I 
not always heard my adversaries re- 
proach me with attacking France, 
when in reality I attacked them alone! 
when I was defending France against 
them? 

It is exactly the same with the ad- 


| Palace , of. Jastica at Senlis, burned. by the Germans 
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versarfies of our ideas in Germany; 
they generalize and dénature our aé- 
cusations, in order to draw in with 
them all their compatriots without dis- 
tinction. Let us not cease to denounce 
these methods with which we have 
been acquainted for too long a time; 
but which deceive today no less thar 
formerly. 

About two years ago at the coh- 
gress at Heidelberg, I remember that 
I voluntarily exposed myself to keen 
German criticism in pleading loudly 
for Alsace-Lorraine, but on that same 
day I exposed myself to French ¢rit- 
icism no less keen in evoking “ the 
accusing ruins” which I saw stand- 
ing before me, recalling after two 
centuries the worst excesses of otr 
campaign in the Palatinate! 


No Time for Being Tactful. 
Since then, moreover, the Germans 


have had more than their share of 


vengeance and of reprisal, and it 
seemed to me that it. was enough that 


it was ended, that all that blood; that 


fire, those crimes, and those ruins 
had proved their impotence. * * * 
And today when I see German mil: 
itarfism begin it all anew, and fall 
deeper than ever into shame, should 
I be. silent, be tactful toward the sus- 
ceptibilities of sénsitive souls? No; 
that is impossible. It is necessary 
that the Germans learn from their 


old and tried friends of other coun- © 


triés that their Government is de- 
ceiving them, that it has broken its 
word, torn up treaties, and violated 
all international and human laws, and 
that there are still in the world irn- 
partial consciences which revolt. It 
is mecessary to make every effort 
that they be not indefinitely the dupes 
of such a régime, There is the duty. 
of all among us who have hot béen 
able to take up arms. It is our only 
method of fighting effectively for 
real peace and for truth.

The street ballads are published on 
sheéts of paper about éléven. inches 
long, folded once, with the printing 
and music, when the latter is given, 
on the outside pages. Sometitnes the 
paper is colored; but always it is of 
cheap, flimsy quality. Some of the 
more élaborate ones havé on the cover 
page a rude cartoon advertising. the 
particular degree of Prussian hatred 
in the contents. The cartoons are not 
subtlé ih their point, for the most part, 
but aré calculated rather to do the 
most work at the greatest distance. 

In orditiary times the sellers of the 
ballads arte a class by themseélvés. But 
war conditions havé brought about a 
change.

Dr. Woods Hutchinson, After Studying Progressive Western Prisons, Says That by Discovering 
the Unfit in Advance We Could Prevent the Greater Portion of 


By Edward Marshall. 
HAT crime, indolence, and pov- 

erty. are abnormalities, in a 

sense abolishable, seems to be 

more and more. generally~ the 
trend of modern thought. “But,” you 
will say, “this has been the thought 
of all the ages. It has-been the belief 
that this was.true which has formed 
the basis of and excuse for all moral 
‘teaching.” i 

There is where the change seems to 
be coming. It now is generally agreed 
by the most progressive of modern in- 
vestigators that improvement will not 
come principally through moral effort, 
but that it will be due to sciontiti¢ 
effort. 

In other words, our knowledge of 
imperfect humanity seems to have 
reached the stage beyond which it 
may be possible not only to do more 
than ever before toward healing ail- ~ 
ing minds but to approach the prob- 
lem of prevention. 

Throughout the world and, perhaps, 
more especially in the United States, 
#t is beginning to be recognized that 
men and women who go wrong usually 
are victims of something over which 
they. themselves have not complete 
control. Environment and other early 
influences- have long been recognized 
es powerful factors in character crea- 
tion; now it is admitted that, environ- 
ment aside, men. and women are -not 
born morally equal. 

Ihave talked with several in- 
@ividuals of scientific eminence about 
this matter. Not very many months 
ago Dr. Max G. Schlapp discussed his 
theories of the subject in one of these 
interviews, and, a year or two before 
that, Miss Katharine Bement Davis, 
now. Commissioner ef Correction. 
told what was being done at Bedford 
Hills Reformatory in the ‘way of 
effort to discover the real causes of 
wrongdoing among girls. : 

Now comes Dr. Woods Hutchinson, 


fresh from an investigative Western - 


tour, with hopeful reports of work at 
two institutions and some illuminating 
theories. 
’ “ My journey to the two penitentia- 
ries, one in Kansas and one in Michi- 
gan City,” said Dr. Hutchinson, “ was 
purely a measure to gratify my per- 
sonal curiosity. When I am traveling 
I have a way of looking into such in- 
teresting things as come along, from 
economic conditions to criminal vaga- 
ries. 

“ As a medical man I am intensely 
interested in the improvement of the 
race, of course, and efforts at im- 
provement will be directed principally 
toward the notably imperfect, as found 
in hospitals and penal or semi-penal 
institutions. The hospitals. will, deal 
with the physical man principally, and 
the prisons will deal with the moral “ 
man, as the asylums will deal with the 
mental man. Presently we shall find 
that the three are far more closely 
linked than we have thought. The 
two prisons which I speak of have 
discovered this. 

“Each of these institutions, which 
are not at alt connected, managed to 
get for its, head a competent prison 
physician. Note the emphasis’ which 
I put upon the word *‘ competent.’ 
Prison physicians, usually, are men 
appointed to their ‘jobs’ for politi- 
cal purposes. It usually is assumed 
that any doctor who has sense enough 
to jump when he sees a building fall- 
ing toward him’ has sense enough to 
run a prison’s medical. end. The 
‘prisons of the United States, and, I 
presume, to some extent of the world, 
have been the: dumping. ground for 
men of low intelligence in the cor- 
rifors as well.as in the cells, in the 
keepers’ uniforms as well as in the 
striped. livery of their enforced in- 
mates. 


Chosen Because of Merit. 


“These two doctors are not of the 
usual type, and they were chosen for 
the unusual reason that they had 
ghown especial fitness for such posts. 
One had been at the Federal Hospital 
for the Insane, at Washington, and 
the other had trained himself for the 

work which he had chosen, 
first at the ‘University of Kansas and 
then at the University of Chicago. 

“Both are diggers. Béth are work- 
ing along the lines vaguely laid down 
by Huxley, rather than along. the lines’ 
definitely Idid down by the ralists. 
Huxley: said that: most c err 
because they cannot help erring, and 
that we punish them for doing these 
things because we can’t help punish- 

. ing them. 

“Most of the punishments are as 
much to be regretted. as the crimes 
for which they are administered, and 
fin the establishment of this fact the 
work of these two men is opening up 
mew vistas. Their most important 
detail. may be told in one sentence: 

Most criminals are not bad, but are 


# Sclencd. ta. awakening te:the. tact 
that there 1s no such thing as. the 


as a criminal genius, save in-instances 
in which men of ability have used their 
great powers unscrupulously to accom- 
plish large ‘ambitions, as has occurred 
in finance rather frequently. But the 
predatory financier is not. a criminal 
in the sense in which I am using the 
word in this-talk; he is a man who 
loses moral restraint through the ex- 
citement of the game which he “fs 
playing. 

is Criminais—the ruck of men “ean 
women who come .into antagonistic - 
contact ‘with the law—are under-nor- 
mal human beings. Usually investi- 
gation will show that they have bad 
family histories. .There is no crim- 
inal’ .type. We have had various 
crazes, such as that fathered by Lom- 
broso, who discovered definite crim- 
inal types.and set them forth in de- 
tail, but all of these long since haye 
gone by the board. 

“'There have been criminals who 
have had ill-shaped heads, but there 
have begn ‘those . with magnificent 
skulis, ‘Some criminals have had 
crowded teeth, but many have -had 
perfect teeth. After Lombroso’s the- 
ory had been thoroughly thrashed out 
all that his followers could say was 
that criminals. are ‘different,’ but 
they could not say that there is any 
definite ‘criminal type." ‘ 


Abnormality the Chief Danger. 


“Tt is now generally admitted that 
the normal physical individual is most 
likely to be the normal moral individ- 
ual, and that, therefore, society’s chiet 
dangers lie among her abnormal metn- 
bers. There are fewer of them than 
there used to be, although we are 
uncovering more of*them and - shalt 
uncover still more before we begin to 
uncover less. Humanity is not. de- 
generating: it is improving. . Chest 
measurements and weight ‘have’ been 
found to be the most significant’signs, 
and they indicate a betterment. 

“It is astonishing, but true, that we 
pay small attention to good ‘signs, 
while usually getting very much ex- 
cited over bad ones. At the time of 
the Boer war there was much talk 
about. an alleged degeneration ‘of the 
Englishman, and a commission made 
an investigation. 

“This commission worked hard for 
two years, buf when its réport was 
issued few of those who had read the 
doleful vaporings of the theorists took © 
the trouble to give it‘any study. I 
have read every word of it and I can 
find there no'signs: of any physical 
degeneration among British: fighting 
men. 

“As a matter of fact the modern, 
civjlized human being is the ‘best hu- 
man being from every. standpoint 
that the world ever has known, not 
only mentally and morally, but phy§ 


‘feally. Perhaps I shall seem to be say- 


ing a startling thing when I declare 
that any’ average ‘regiment in. the 
present European war could lick’ twice 
its weight In average men from the 
regiments of Czsar’s: armies, and 
could lick three ‘times’ its weight. of 
the best savages the world ever has: 
known, arms and training in their use 
being made as nearly equal as pos- 
sible. 

“The developed man js the best 
man. Interesting comparisons. of phys- 
ical merit “and: condition were made 
of various’ groups'in London. Five 
hundred men were weighed, measured, 
tested in various ‘ways.’ Of: these’ the 
members of the Royal Society easily 

proved their general superiority, even 
over the members ‘of the London’ po- 
lice force, who had been selected large- 
ly because of their: especial physical 
fitness. 

" Business men came next in order 
of high average, while slum dwellers 
showed marked physicat- inferiority to 
them and criminals showed. marked 
physical inferiority to non-criminal 
slum dwellers. 

“It is interesting to note that! the 
criminals averaged fully thirty-five 
pounds less in weight than the mem- 
bers of the: Royal. Society; and aver- 
aged 3% inches less in height. it 
seems to me that. that alone tells_al- 
most all of a very significant story. 

“While, unfortunately, full tests 
weré not made, the conclusions were .. 


inevitable that the highly civilized man , 


is not only the best man mentally 
but also is the best man physically. 
“Such investigations are beginning 
to throw ‘interesting side-lights ‘upon 
the justices and injustices of our 
system. A comparison of such’ a 
group as I have mentioned with a 
group made up ‘of tramps, convicts, 


fallen women, and what are known ‘ 


in the English ‘nomenclature as ‘ casval- 
lodgers’ showed that no group of the 
undesirables approached the - aver- 
age of the highest class Investigated 
within 40 per cent., and that some of 
the undesirables, fell 70. per cent. be- 
hind. . Yet these inferior people are 
those whom .we punish for the com 

mission of crimes and whom we critt- 








“It has been found to be impossible 
to fix upon any physical characteris- 
tic or psychological reaction and say 
accurately- that ‘this is what makes 
this man a criminal.” “For a long time 
the criminal tendency was believed to 
be an evidence of insanity; but while 
it is true’|that perhaps 10 per cent. of 
the inmates‘of'a penitentiary may be 
found to be mentally unbalanced, 
while not so large a proportion of the 
members of the average church woulda 
be found:to be similarly afflicted, the 
fact that 90 per cent. of the peniten- 
tiary inmates are not insane disproves 
the ‘theory. 

“It was after.many ‘things had been

disproved that study began along 
what seems to be the right lines— 
study leading to a rpvelation of the 
relations of feeble-mindedness to 
criminality. 


Good Work at Vineland. 


“The best work of this sort has been 
done at ‘Vineland, N. J., and has been 
detailed in THe Timms. Here investi- 
gations were started which have had 
amazing and illuminating results. It 
has ‘been found that 4t is possible to 
link up, by means of family histories, 
one-third of the inmates of- New Jer- 


, sey’s criminal and pauper institutions 


~ 


with two families of notorious History 
in the sand barrens of the State. 

“It was this New Jersey experiment, 
which started us along the righv 
track, I think. Systematic work upon 
feeble-minded children appearing in 
the schools followed. 

“The question began to be gener- 
ally. asked, What should be-done with 
the school children who can’t keep 
up? Indiana studied 30,000 in her in- 
stitutions, of whom about. 10,000 had 
been born’ in Indiana, Careful pedi- 
greeing of this group showed that 35 
per cent. of it had sprung from about 
130 families. 

“Now let us return to the work

JEARLY. a year ago work was begun 

™-at/Vassar upon the great.memorial 

to: Dr. James Monroe Taylor, for- 

mer President ‘of Vassar College. This 

Fall has seen the building practically 

completed as to the exterior. and rap- 
idiy reaching completion within. 

For years: Vassar has felt the need of 
@ suitable fireprogf structure. properly 
furnished for the housing of fts works 
of art, and/now, thanks to the gener- 
osity of Mr. and Mrs. Charles M. Pratt, 
the ‘fact is accomplished. Upto the 
present -time the Department-: of Art 
has-been cared for ina makéshift fash- 
jon in the’ old; remodeled riding school, 
which at the same time served for-the 
use of the Department of Music and 
as_a place of exhibition for the Museum 
of. Natural History. At best the quar- 
ters were crowded and noisy; at worst, 
dangerous because of the chance of fire. 

In the new building all will- be 
changed.. Now the pictures, which in- 
clude works of Turner and Landseer, 
specimens. illustrative, of certain phases 
of American painting, and some exam- 
ples cf European painting, will. be prop- 
erly cared for inthe new fireproof

The building which is to accomplish 
this is a ‘beautiful example of “* Colle- 
giate’’ Gothic. It replaces the old gate-

~ galleries, one finds himself, after pass- 


ing through’a hallway, in: the lecture 
room of the art department. This room, 
with. its inclined floor, is capable of 
seating over two hundred students, and 
is to be equipped’ with stereopticon and 
desk lights for the taking of notes. 

Above the lecture room, in the same 
wing, which runs at right angles to the 
main part of the bitiding, is a superb 
exhibition gallery, 87 feet wide by 82 
long.. This room is lighted by skylights 
supplemented. by. great end windows, 
and above the picture zone the walls ate 
to be finished in imitation Caen stone 
and the ceiling suitably timbered in the 
Gothic style. .Opening out of this gal- 
lery is the overhead-lighted gallery, 
30 ‘by 46 feet,‘ for casts. This room is 
above the parallel galleries on. the first 
floor.

The exterior of the building Presents 
a beautiful effect with the soft brown 
of the granite and the velvety tone of 
the- Indiana lMmestone,~ The decorative 
sculpture is exquisite in its lacelike qual- 
ity, and the grotesques are. spirited and 
attfactive in their unexpected variety. 
The building will probably be completed 
and ready for use in January.

Having started with 
the Binet-Simon rest, which is well 
known, they went on to other general 
and special tests-of the men in their 
charge. 

“The Kansas man, who’ is a hard 
and earnest worker, had about 900 of 
them, whites and negroes, above the 
age of 23, and in oné and one-half 
years found that only 5 per cent. of 
them were normal human beings, that 
is, he found that 95 per cent: of them 
were minus individuals, 

“Although education had been open 
practically to all of them, only 5 per 
cent. of them had entered high school, 
because their ambition had given out 
before they had gone that far. 

“His work established the mental 
age of every man under his charge, 
and while the actual age of the pris- 
oners ranged from 23 to 50, four of 
the whites failed to pass tests devised 
for children of the niental age of 7. 
Only 12 per cent. out of 130 passed 
the 15-year-old. tests, while three- 
quarters of the whole fell below. the 
mental age of 12. 

“ Here is proof enough! These ‘are 
the kind of people whom we have been 
punishing, aiming by mea: -tort- 
ure, more or Tess acute, orm’ 
them ‘into becoming good ms. It 
Would be as wise to try to cure club 
feet by means of penal servitude and 
the cat-o’-nine-tails, 


3 Most Criminals Stupid. 

“This investigation is of real im- 
portance. At first we had declared all 
criminals to be insane, then we had 
declared that many were, now we find 
that it is not Insanity but mere 
stupidity which sends all but 5 per 
cent. of this large group of sinners 
into crime. Further investigation will 
probably shave off some of this re- 
maining 5 per cent. 

“ Embezzlement, for one tustiation, 
is regarded as a crime likely to be 
committed by the more intelligent of 
the men of criminal tendencies. ‘Here 
we find, however,*that out of five em- 
bezzlers. among the prisoners, three 
had reached the mental age of 12 
years only, while the other two had 
not advanced beyond: the mental age 
of 15 years. | 

“Out of*eleven forgers, three had 


_ reached the mental age of 9, two had 


reathed the mental age of 11, one had 
reached the mental age of 12, two had 
reached the*mental age of 15, and only 
three seemed to be normal. 

“ Among the prisoners confined for 
larceny one out of forty seemed to be 
normal, while only. seven had. ad- 
vanced’ beyond the mental age of 12; 

“Of the five murderers examined 
one passed. the 15-year-old tests, two 
passed the 12-year-old tests, one 
passed the 7-year-old tests, and one 
“passed the.8-year-old tests—this in the 
Kansas institutiony where I earnestly 
hope that the effprts of Dr. J. W. 
Faulkner to establish a newly intelli- 
gent method of handling criminals will 
not result in his undoing. It is from 
such men as he that real progress 
must be expected. Any check upon 
his work would be @ real loss to hu- 
manity, — 

“Tt is a sad fact that positions in 
the management of prisons and allied 
institutions always have been used 
for the pagment of pdlitical debts in 
this country. A traveler passing New 
York State’s'° Letchworth . Village 
asked a boy working in the fields 
which form a part of the institution: 

“* What place is this?’ 

’ “* A farm for fools,’ the boy. replied. 

‘Some are on the payroll, some are 
not? = 

“It is only’rarely that the best of 
Prison Superintendents can get rid of 
ths misfit employes saddled upon him 
by political machines, and therein Ifes 
one of the biggest problems included 
in the whole.matter. 

“It+is rather striking that these 
two Western States shoyld have made 
more progress than the can show 
—striking and melancholy. Europe is 
doing “something, for an expert re- 
cently. reported in Europe that he 
could find little difference between the 


cranial measurements of prisoners and 


Oxford undergraduates. 

“ But the Western work will have its 
influence. The adult criminal whose 
mental age is 10 or 11 and will never 
incre cannot become a man and 
brother, and the sooner, this is recog- 
niaes the better. : 

“The Warden of the penitentiary 
at. Jackson, Mich., has just asked for 
ah appropriation of. $80,000 for thy 
purpose of enabling him to vacate the 
cell block and. build normal dormito- 
ries, with bedrooms and bathroomnis, 
for groups of eight prisoners each. 
He knows that these men cannot be 
punished into moral worthiness. Such 
a structure would cost but one-third 
as. much as the. sort. of wild-beast 
cage. in which the men are Cat at 
present. . 4

_ “The ideal system would involve 
investigation immediately after 
arrest of any person, to et 
what treatment would be most bene- 
ficial to him and to society. This — 
would do away with all the scheme of | 
punishment, substituting: for it scien- 


tific remedial measures, where they 


could, be of any service, or perma- 
nent but comfortable sequestration or 
entirely hopeléss cases. 3 

“And if the start should be ae 
even earlier, In such a way as to keep 
those predisposed to crime out of the 
criminal ranks, still more would be # 
accofhplished. That would protect the : 
community as no community ever has — 
been protected up to date. - Pu ng 
those who err won’t help. Their whole — 
lives, whether or not the hand of law 
falls on their shoulders, are sure to be 
unceasing: punishments. 

“In New York the situation is a 
singularly simple one. Consider what 
the police were able to do in connec- 
tion ‘with the recent Baff murder. 
. “They knew how to round up almost 
every gunman in the city. Well, if 
all these gunmen been rounded up 
before the murder was committed, put 
through the now established scientific 
tests, and treated as those tests indi- 
cated that they should be treated, the - 
murder would never have been done, 
and many other murders would have 
been prevented. Why leave these men 
at large? ° 

“It really is as absurd to let poten- 
tial gunmen,,forgers, burglars, and the 
liké walk unrestricted on our streets 


‘until they do some crime as it would 


be to let-smallpox patients walk about 
until they started epidemiés. : 

“Would such surveillance be too 
great a burden on the public purse? 
It might be great, but such men cost 
the community at least ten times as 
much when they are at large as they 
do when they are confined. 

“One of the tragedies of the Huro- 
pean war is that it has upset Bel- 
gium’s advanced system. They had

* Proper early study of our popula- 
tion would give us advance control of 
two-thirds of our criminals, three- 
fourths of our paupers, seven-eighths — + 
of our prostitutes, and a large propor-' » 
tion of our Inebriates. That would be 
the most valuable sort of preventive 
work, both for them and for society 
at large. .

Inthe course of his year’s work in

“Pm ‘Guilty! ” 

“On ' Feb, .14,” said he, “a car was 
stolen by ‘two’: men, «both, of whom 
finally confessed. - Qne ,of the men, 
Charlie Lucas,.I arrested in a resort at 
Ninety-third Street and Third Avenue, 
which was a hangout for shady char- 
acters of Various types. The. arrest 
was made at midnight on Sunday. [I 
had information enough to make me 
feel pretty sure of my man, but, as a 
matter of fact, Iwas not in a position 
to divulge any information to him.

I remember that he ordered scrambled 
eges,.and while we were waiting for 
them ‘he seemed very nervous. 

te Suddeyjy, while we were still wait- 
ing for our orders to ‘be filled he 
blurted out, ‘I'm guilty!’ 

“ Of course we indicted him and he 
pleaded guilty in court. Moreover he 
gave us a complete confession, and we 
were able to get his partner in the 
theft. They did-about five months 
apiece in the Tcmbs. .In consideration 
of their services to the community the 
Judge, on our. recommendation for 
clemency, suspended sentence. Both 
boys now. have employment.”

Here “ jobs” were 
fixed over for Goodman and Meacle. 
Another of the plants was Frank Bc- 
cles’s farm at Morristown, where cars 
could be so altered that théy would 
be as difficult to recognize after they 


came out as was Rip Van Winkle’ on 


his return from the mountain glen. 

The method of changing a car usu- . 
ally went deeper than the surface. Not 
only was its color changed, but its en- 
gine. number. was frequently . beaten 
out or filed down and a different num- 
ber stamped In the place where it had 
been. Of course, the car had to have 
new license plates,.and the cleverest 
of the thieves and fences usually saw 
to it that these were for cars regis- 
- tered in some other State than that 
in’ which the theft was committed. 
Applications for numbers were 4 rar- 
ity,’ for the fences were usually , well 
supplied either with dealers’. plates 
or’ with stolen license tags. 

The thefts themselves, as has been 
indicated, were usually committed in 
‘the street, not infrequently in broad 
’ daylight, when the owner of the car 
or the chauffeur had left the machine 
for .a few moments. Some of the 
thieves would not: touch a car unless 
its motor was running or “idling,” as 
automobile men. call it. This made 
the getaway comparatively simple, The 
more daring workers: and those more 
skillful in the task, however; had no 
hesitation about taking a car when its 
motor was. not running, ‘and nearly al- 
ways founda means of starting ‘it. 

A man named Mike Gilbert and. an- 
other associated with -him preferred 
quite a different method. They lMked 
to tow the “bent” cars from their 
moorings, thus -acting the role: of 
garage men taking off a machine: in 
need of repairs. This ¢cheme aroused 
little suspicion and worked well: The 
two men stole three cars, in this way 
within an hour and a half One of : 
the machines got out of control while 
they were dragging it off and they: 
madé a hasty departure, leaving. it * 
considerably smashed up in an area< 
way. ‘ 

Their way of working was to ride-to 
the scene of the theft together. . Then 
one man would attach the towing rope 
by a hook to the front axle of the 
machine to be stolen, jump in itt, and 
take the steering wheel. Thé: other 
would start up, driving slowly at first’ 
until they could get around a protect- 
ing corner. Once they were a few 
blocks away and the place seemed aus- 
' piclously free of police the “dead.” car 
was brought to life; the towing rope 
put..away for future reference, and 
the getaway was completed with: a eae

New Law Needed. 


Although the organized’ thievery 
which has been described has heen 
broken up, thanks to the investi- 
gation of the District. Attorney’s of- 
fice, Mr. Deuel believes that there 
should be. legislation enacted to guard 
against its recrudescence in the future. 
Of*this he said: ‘ 

“T bélieve a law requiring a certifi- 
cate. of ‘ownership of » automobiles 
should be put*upon the statute books. 
Such a law would be constitutional, I 
feel sure, and certainly would go far 
to prevent the kind of theft and dis-. 
posal of stolen cars which has ‘been 
such’ an ‘evil in New York.’ If this 


» were required it would be’ impossible 


for the thief to dispose of his booty, 
,and it was precisely the! ease with 
, which this could be’ accomplished that 
led to the popularity of the pastime 
_of auitomobile stealing here, The fence, 
the middleman in tHe transaction, was

In the matter of furniture Mr. von 
Rydingsvard and his pupils are the 
main support of the exhibition. Their 
handsome Scandinavian designs, bold- 
ly executed, have lost nothing in in- 
terest, but there is little else of impor- 
tance in this department, and again 
one asks, Why? Wood is the most 
sympathetic of materials for the 
craftaman, and the things that can be 
made from it for household furnishing 
are practically countless. Thousands 
of years before the Christian era the 
Egyptians carved in beautiful forms 
such common things as headrests, 
campstools, ladles, mirrors, pincush- 
fons. Elizabethan and Jacobean pan- 
eling ig bought at great price by col- 
lectors of old art. It uld seem a 
field rich in both the larger and the 
smaller . possibilities for the modern 
craftsman. 


The department of weavings shows 
a large exhibit of what, for conven- 
fence, may. be called bungalow rugs, 
braided or pulled. Of woven carpets 
of interesting design and color there is 
none, but a coyerlet by Miss Barclay 
of Deerfield is good in execution and 
very fine in,color. The Deerfield dyes 
are a contribution to American deco- 
ration that has not been appreciated 
at its true value. The fabrics manu- 


factured by the Herter Looms are in- . 


teresting ona different side—that of 
art adapted to production on a com- 
paratively large scale. . The Calumet 
crochet executed by -the wives- and

few plates and a platter, a table bell. 
But there have been exhibitions of 
this type in which one might find 
numerous articles of tableware, such 
as soup tureens and ladles, covered 
vegetable dishes, and all the flat 
silver suitable for a more or less elab- 
orate meal. Beautiful silver in a 
large variety of forms has come from: 
the workshops of American crafts- 
men, Why should not more df it be 
shown at the annual exhibitions in/ 
New York? 

Of giass there is a little which im- 
mediately enlists attention, because 
glass may be the most exquisite part 
of the furnishing of a banquet table, 
and is commonly ignored by the 
Ameritan craftsman. In the present 
instance, the exhibitor, Sarah R. 
Comer, apparently has taken existing 
shapes and produced from them an 
opalescent ware, pleasant in ‘tone. 
That she has done as much as this Is 
gratifying, but it would be more 
stimulating to see such interest as led 
Prof. Mauder, Prof. Niemeyr, and Prof. 
Moser, years ago, to include glass in 
the work of the German craft guilds, 


or such as led Philip Webb to the ‘ 


designing of beautiful glass for the 
Red House, or the more intimate in- 
terest that turned Gertrude Jekyll 
toward designing glasses appropriate 
to the shapes of the flowers in her 
own garden. And in Boston, again, 
atthe Copley Hall exhibition lovely 
‘gines was shown designed with full 
‘appreciation. of appropriate form, and ~ 
engpaved or ‘decorated in a way to 
‘reveal, not disguise, the beauty of the

There is inevitably a large collection 
of jewelry. People always buy jew- 
elry, anil consequently it is made, for 
good or ill, as the case may be No 
other work is so personal or so pecu- 
liarly appropriate to execution by the 
individual craftsman. Grace Hazen’s 
contribution is perhaps the most con- 
sistently ‘the expression of personal 
ideas, and. is also fine in execution. 

There is a little excellent work in 
leather and bookbinding, and it should 
be noted that now’ there are desk sets 
with metal corners made so that they 
do not scratch the surface upon which 
they are placed. Bertha. Holley has a 
collection of painted and embroidered 
silks eloquent of the color feeling of 
the new schools in France and Ger- 
many, also tea 
dresses, and cushions. 

It hardly is necessary to repeat the 
assurance that much can be said for 
separate items in the exhibition, and 
that it represents a great amount of 
sincere and exacting work on the part 
of the artists. This persistence of en- 
deavor and the increase of technical 

- knowledge have come/to be recognized 
throughout the country. What does 
need, emphasis is the fact that the 
public has so ‘limited an opportunity to 
see the work’ done, and in the annual 
exhibitions finds so little departure 
from well-trodden ‘paths. If a Society 
of Decorators could take the place of 


the Society of Craftsmen and develop » 


the associative ¢zhibition to a point 
beyond that of ‘the present “shop,” 
could make it a house filled with
